School Bus Stops 
Must Be Designated 


School districts in Adams county 
face the task of locating and mark­ 
ing school bus stops before the 1940- 
1950 term opens. Signs marking the 
bus stops are part of the law passed 
by the 1949 Legislature requiring all 
vehicular traffic going both ways 
outside of built-up areas, with few' 
exceptions, to stop not less than IO 
feet from a school bus loading or 
unloading children. 
So far as could be learned today. 
no districts in the county have yet 
secured the signs. A news report 
from Harrisburg today states that 
Dauphin County Superintendent of 
Schools I. D. App has written the 
22 .school districts under his juris 
diction urging bulk purchases of 
the signs to affect a saving in the 
cast. 
Such areas, where signs will be 
erected, are to be designated by 
school district officials with agree­ 
ment of state Highways Department 
officials, if the stop is along a state 
route, or with township supervisors 
or commissioners if 
alongside 
township road.

you select your doctor, you send for 
him, you continue with his services 
or you change to another doctor—as 
you wish—and the record of your 
illness is confidential. 
A similar plan, called Blue Cross, 
prepays your hospital costs. In many 
parts of the country, the Blue Shield 
and the Blue Cross plans are avail­ 
able separately as well as under a 
single plan covering both hospital 
and medical bills. Steps are now be­ 
ing taken to extend the coverage in 
the few areas where it is not now 
available. 
In addition to these two non-profit 
plans, whose directors serve without 
pay, there are many commercial 
plans approved by the medical pro­ 
fession.
